To the firſt : Though we cannot anſwer in juſtification of every individual perſon that is of our Profeſſion in matters.of 
Religion, yet we can lay this, and prove it to all rhe world , that it hath been our profeſſion, and is our real practiie, to be 
obedient to Magiſtracy in all things Civil, and willing to live peaceably, under whatever Government is, and ſhall be eſta- 
blifhed in this Nation : for we do believe, and declare, Magittracy to be an Ordinance of God, and ought to be obeyed in 
all Jawtul things. | 

To the hoon : As for the publick Miniſters of the Nation, who differ from us in the matter of Baprizing Infants, and 
ſome things in Church- Government z We are fo far trom endeavouring to deltroy them, that we judge, rhey ought to have 
the Liberty of their Conſciences therein z and that it is our duty toſtand by them, and preſerve them (ſo muchas in us 
lies) fromall injury and violerice, 

To the third : Concerning the people called Quakers, it is well known to all, (that are not wilfully ignorant) there are 
none more oppoſite to their irregular practices then we are. : norare there any, that they have exprett more Contradi- 
ion to, (in matters of Religion) then againſt us z coun their provocation therein, hath nor pyt us (in the leaſt) on a de- 
ſire, of depriving them of their juſt Liberty, while they l1 | 


be morally honeſt, and peaceable in the Nation. 

To the fourth : Whereas we are further charged with endeavouring an univerſal Toleration of all miſcarriages, both in 
things Religious and Civil, under prerence of Liberty of Conſcience ; it is in both reſpe&s notoriouſly falſe. And wedo be- 
fore the Lord, that ſhall judge both quick and dead, yea, before Angels and men, declare our utter deteſtation of ſuch a To- 
Icration ; for in matters Civil,we defire there may nor be the leaſt Toleration of miſcarriage in any,much leſs in our ſelves, 

Nor do we deſire, in matters of Religion, that Popery ſhould be tolerated, the bloud of many thouſands of the people of 
God, having been barbarouſly ſhed, by the Profeſſours thereof; or any perſons tolerated, that worſhip a talſe god'z nor 
any that ſpeak contemptuouſly and reproachfully otour Lord Jeſus Chriſt 3 nor any that deny the holy Scriptures, con- 
tained in the Books of the Old and New Teſtament, to be the Word of God : And yer, weare not againlt tolerating 
of Epiſcopacy, Presbytery, or any ſtinted form, provided they do not compel any others ro a compliance therewith, or a 
conformity thereunto : for whatever Compoſers of any form of worſhip, may poſlibly erre ; ic is derogating from God, 
and {iis holy Word, and injurious to men, to compel any to the practice thereof, - 

To the laſt : For as much as we are charged, with deſigns, to murder or deſtroy thoſe that differ from us in matters of 
Religion ; We do not only abhor and deteſt it, as a —_ praQticez but we hope, have approved our ſelves, borh in this 
City and the Nation, to the contrary z notwithſtanding the great crocarity of ſome, hs. 60 endeavoured our ruine : 
for all we delire, 1s juſt liberty ro men, as men that every man may be preſerved in his own juli rights, and that Chriſt i- 
ans may be preſerved as Chriftians, though of different Apprehenfions in ſome things of Religion z in the proſecution 
whereof, our lives ſhall nor be dear unto us, when we are thereunto lawfully called, The deſigns ot our Adverſaries in 
theſe Calumnies, arc, to mi{-repreſent us to ſome people fearing God, and alſo, to incenſe the rude Multitude againſt us, 
purpoſely to provoke them (1f poſſible) rodeftroy us. k | 

We hope, hereby, it will appear to them that fear God, that we are no ſuch perſons, as our Adverſaries have repreſen- 
ted us, And for their incen{ing the rude Multitude againlt us,it is no more,then ſome others did to our Maſter; and ir is not 
for the Diſciples, to expe&t better uſage then their Lord : and we do not find,the rude Multitude ever joyned with him,nor 

do we expect, they ſhould favour us : it ts enough to us, we have his Promiſe, that if we ſuffer with him, we ſhall alfo reign
